Japanese marines landed 
in the Japanese Concession at 
Hankow yesterday sfternoon

declared a state of emergency,

Kung Claims Japan 
Solely At Fault 
In North China 


Paris, Aug. 5. 
Fresh from successful negotiations 
in Washington and London, Dr. H. H. 
Kung, China's Finance Minister, ar- 
rived here to-day to wind up several 
matters, and announced he might 
visit several other Continental 
capitals before returning to China. 
In a statement to the Press Dr. 
Kung declared the Japanese mill 
tarists in North China, against the 
saner opinion of some of Japan’s own 
leaders, seemed to be deliberately ag- 
gravating the altuation. 


The Chinese people were natur- 
ally pence-loving, Dr. Kung went on, 
but tHelr rights, Independence and 
existence us a nation could not be 
sacrificed. 


“To-day we are united and ready 
to defend our fundamental rights at 
any cost. If a mujor confilet occurs 
the, responsibility will rest with 
Japan,” he went on. 


“Y am confident If the influence of 
world opinion Is brought home to the 
people and responsible statesmen in 
Japan, thelr counsel “may prevail 
over the aggressive war party in 
Tokyo and spore Japon, as well ag 
Chinn, and probably the world at 
large, the consequences of a major 
vondilet, Dr. Kung concluded.—Reu- 
er,

BRITAIN’S 
AIR FORCE 
EXPANSION 
ENORMOUS 


PROGRAMME NEARS 
COMPLETION 


London, Aug. 5. 


Latest oftelal figures of Royal Alr 
Force strength In airecraft and per- 
sonnel indicate the expansion pro- 
gramme, launched sa 1935 nnd great- 
ly augmented {n 1036, is making very 
satisfactory progress. New — service 
stations ahd dirmamment — training 
camps already opened total 22, The 
strength of Metropolitan Air Foren 
home defence units, army co-opera- 
tion squadrons and coastal command 
—is now 323 squadrons, increase: of 
137 per cent. over pre-expansion 
strength, equipped with 1,542  drst 
Jine aircraft, This is approximately 
200 neroplanes less than the first ine 
total of Metropolitan Air Force 
strength envisaged for the end of the 
programme, . 


Behind the ultimate total of 1,750 
first Hne alr-craft and 900 or so alr- 
craft forming the first line of over- 
seas squadrons, and the Fleet -Alr 
Arrm, will be full war reserves of 
aircraft armament, cquipment and 
supplies suMcient to juatify the clalm 
that the Hoyal <Alr Force will be 
second to none in strength for de- 
fence and counter-attack. 


Recruitment and training of per- 
sonnel have made giant strides. 
Since April 1935 appr-ximately 3,500 
pilots have been selected for service 
ond 3,100 have begun training. The 
total number of airmen entered since 
that date is 22,300, 


This increase, great though It 4s, 
is dwarfed by the increase In strik- 
ing power. mode available . by the 
creation of new typea of British 
fighting and boming aeroplanes, 
These machines, 
up-to-date formulac and powered 
with engines of unrivalled efficiency 
and trustworthiness, are vastly more 
formidable weapons than ‘thelr fore- 
runners, Squadron after squadron 
is receiving bonibing acroplanes 
capable of great speeds and carrying 
big londs over distarsses demanded 
by strategy of home and - imperin) 
protection. At the same time power 
in defensive combat is being oug- 
mented by a supply of fighters more 
heavily armed than any. of their 
fore-runners yet cnpable of speeds of 
well over (300 miles hourly.

Victim Of | 
Bomb Plot 
Succumbs 


Mystery. Remains 
Unsolved 


Ne Ning-kum, who was Qravely in- 
jured by the mysterious bomb cx~ 
plosion in Mongkok Jast night, suc- 
cumbed at the Kowloon Hospital at 
three o'clock this: morning. 


Last evening, Ng reecived a parcel, 
sent by special messenger to his 
house at Tung Fong Strect, and when 
he opened it a bomb, which imme- 
diately exploded, was revealed. Be- 
sides Ng, four other members of the 
family were injured. All were taken 
to the Kowloon Hospital, but only Ne 
was detained, as the injuries received 
by the others were not of n serious 
nature. Ng himself auffered terribly, 
his chiet Injury being to his abdomen. 

So far, no arrests have been made, 
but the police are actively engaged in 
carrying out investigations into the 
mysterious affair. One theory fs that 
Neg was the victim of the plot by rea~ 
son of his: alleged pro-Japancse 
sympathies, but this haa not yet been 
confirmed.

Secret Talks 
In Congress 


Geneva, Aug. 5. 

A certain amount of criticism) 
was'levelled at Great Britain at 
té-day’s meeting of the Mandate 
Commission here ‘and Mr. Wil- 
liam Ormsby-Gore, Seeretary for 
the Colonies, replied sharply that 
the view that Britain was trying 
to evade her responsibilities un- 
der the mandate and make the 
League of Nations and Mandates 
Commission responsible for 
policy completely mispresented 
the attitude .of His Majesty's 


Government. 

The fact should not be lost sight 
of, he asserted, that Britain was ad+ 
ministering the mandate on behalf of 
the League of Nations. 

Meanwhile, at Zurich, the Zionist 
Congress proceeded. There {t was 
decided that.its political commission 
should mect in secret, This means 
that the debates on the proposed 
partitioning of Palestine will be be- 
hind closed doors. 

The next public session, it was an- 
nounced to-day, wilt not .be held 
before Monday. : 


FAVOURS PARTITIONING 


Speakers who favoured open ses- 
sions argued that after the speeches 
of Dr. Chaim Welzmann and Dr, M. 
M. Ussishkin, chairman of the Con- 
gress and chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Jewish National 
Fund, respectively, there were no 
more pecrets [eft to be diclosed, 
espectally os Dr. Welzmann had ex- 
pressed himself in favour of a 
modified partition plan. But the 
advocates of a closed session con- 
tended that open debates on the 
partitioning plan might Icad to a spilt 
in the Zionist movement nt a time 
when unity was necessary. 

To-day's vote is interpreted here, 
necording to the Jewlsh telegraphic 
ngency,.axs possibly foreshadowing 
the adoption by the Congress of A 
resolution sponsored by Dr. Weiz- 
monn, favouring the’ Palestine partl- 
tioning principle.—Reuter, 


READY TO NEGOTIATE

ARMED ROBBERY 


SEQUEL TO RAID ON A 
MONEY-CHANGER'S 


On June 14 the master of the 
Kwong Shun money-changer’s shop, 
Connaught Road West, and his wife, 
were sitting behind the iron grilled 
counter of their shop. when two 
neatly dressed Chinese men entered 
the shop. One of the men stood by 
the pate of the counter and the other 
sat on a settee facing the counter 
with a revolver on his knees. 


Threatened with his weapon, the 
money-changer offercd no resistance 
when the man who stood by the gate 
walled behind the counter and col- 
lected $750 in Hongkong, Macao, 
Saigon, Singapore und Chinese cur- 
rency. After the money had been 
handed to the man with the revolver, 
both intruders calmly left the shop 
and mingled with the pedestrians 
outside, 


The moncy-changer then informed 
the police of the robbery, and they, 
afler two weeks of constant Inves- 
tigation, made several arrests. 


Yesterday, four men were brought 
before Mr. K. Keen at the Central 
Magistracy in connection with the 
robbery, Kong Cheung-chap, alins 
Chung Chi-cheung, 31, unemployed, 
Tse Tok-hing, alias Tse Kam-hing, 
29, native doctor, Chan Wing-kel, 40, 
crane driver, and Keng Ping-nam, 
38, unemployed, were charged with 
robbery by two or more.

PEACE, BUT NOT 
AT ANY PRICE ° 


One of the tragedies of the 
present world situation is the 
failure to recognise that there 
is a price to be paid for peace 


just as surely as there is a price 
to be paid for war, Peace and 
neutrality, .or. mere passivity, 
are by no means necessarily 
synonymous terms, some 
people seem to imagine. Cour- 
age and a willingness to {ake 
risks are as much the price that 
has to be paid for peace as they 
are in time of war. To run 
away from danger may perhaps 
postpone war, It certainly can- 
not avert war; it may make it 
more certain and beyond doubt 
more disastrous when it does 
come. These facts are clearly 
realised by those who are de- 
manding that collective security, 
as embodied in the Covenant of 
the League of Nations,. shall be 
made the cornerstone of British 
foreign policy. They have 
critics in plenty amongst short- 
sighted people. Mr. Richard 
Pares, the historian, has drawn 
an interesting parallel between 
the attitude adopted by such 
peaple and the policy followed by 
Walpole in regard to the. War of 
the Polish Succession. Walpole 
succeeded in keeping Great Bri- 
tain out of war for the moment, 
but because his policy was one 
of mere neutrality, and not a 
genuine pence policy, in less than 
five years she was at war and 
under far less favourable condi- 
tions than would have been the 
case but for her previous neutral- 
ity. The fact is that in times of 
crisis mere neutrality cannot of 
itself keep nations out of war. 
Without doubt, the wisest peace 
policy is collective security, 
which means the strength of all 
for the.defence of each. Un- 
happily, efforts to ‘enforce that 
policy have hitherto not succced- 
ed, The fault, however, is not 
with the principle, but ‘with 
those nations who refuse to 
operate it. If collective security 
were tho reality that it should 
be, ‘China would not to-day be 
menaced by Japan, whose mili- 
tary ambitions would be checked 
by the knowledge that ‘peace-lov- 
ing nations would join hands and 
prevent aggression. It is the

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BOMB OUTRAGE 


FIVE INJURED WHEN 
“GIFT” EXPLODES 


Gangster methods were intro- 
duced jnto Hongkong last night In a 
form never previously experienced 
here, when a Chinese houscholder re- 
celved by special messenger an 
‘innocent looking parcel which, on 
being opened, exploded and Injured 
five members of the family. 

The victim of the criminal hoax 
was Ng Ning-kum, of Tung Fong 
Strect, Mongkok, while’ the per- 
petrator fn as yet untraced, and des- 
plte a large squad of detectlves who 


were immedlatcly nesigned to the 
case the task of tracing ‘the culprit 


.| seems likely to prove a dimicult one. 


Ng, who until he returned to Hong- 
kong and settled down here six years 
nugo, was a restaurant keeper In San 
Francisco, was in the kitchen of nis 
house directly opposite the Chinese 
Y.M.C,A. about 7.45 p.m. when there 
was n knock at the front door. A 
son, Ng Tsln-kwong, 13, and a 
nephew, N¢@ Kam-nam, 12, answered 
the door and were followed by Ng's 
concubine who signed for a parcel 
which the children tool to “the 
kitchen, The messenger was a young 
man who said “here {s a parcel sent 
to you by a friend” and,then walked 
away. - 

The innocent looking parcel which 
was about seven inches square was 


-{laid on the kitchen table and while 


went to another 
room to join Ne's wife and 
two other women to play mah- 
jong Ng, his son, nephew, Ngai Shek- 
pul, a friend, and Ng’ Sz, a clans- 
man, puthered round to open the 
parcel. ° 

When the parcel exploded Ng Ning- 
kum received very severe Injuries to 
his right hand and his abdomen 
while less serious wounds were in- 
fileted on his left arm, right side, 
eye and shoulder. He-staggered into 
the hallway calling for his wife who, 
running, out fom the front . room. 
tricd to support him as he collapsed. 

Taken To Hospital 

The others then came out of the 
kitchen and it was discovered that 
nil were injured. Amid the shouting 
and crying, Sergeant G. Grigg, who 
was on duty nearby and had heard 
the explosion, came Into the house 
and immediately notified the Kow- 
loon Hospite] where the injured weré 
taken. 

At the hospital Ng was treated 
and detained but .the others were 
taken home after receiving treat- 
ment. Ng Sz_ received slight in- 
juries to his stomach, right eye and 
chest, Ngai Shek-pui Injurles to his 
forchend, arm and chest, Ng Tsin- 
kwong injuries to his head, right arm 
and chest, and Ng Kom-nam similar 
injuries. None of the injuries re- 
ccived by those allowed to go home 
are of n very serious nature but the 
houscholder’s condition, though not 
critical, is serious. 

The concubine who signed for the 
parcel jn telling her story later 
stated that she followed the two boys 
to the door from her work ‘in the 
kitchen and received from a young 
Chinese a parcel for which she 
signed, using her husband’s name. 
The youths then ran with the Parcel 
to the kitchen but when she followed 
them she was told by her husband 
not to bother with the meal she was 
preparing but go to her three friends 
in the sitting room where they were 
playing mah jong. 

A minute or so later she heard an 
explosion ‘and runrfing into the 
hallway she met her husband stream- 
ing with blood and on the point of 
collapse.

Tragic Death 
Of Famous 
Cricketer 


London July 23, 
Two team lists for to-morrow’s 
matches hung in the pavillion of 
Blackpool Cricket Club last night. 


On “each appeared the name 
“McDonald.” Both names -were cross- 
ed out, ‘ 

One name, that of E. A. McDonald, 
In the first team Hist, will) never 
appear again, “EK. A." was the fam- 
ous Australlan Test cricketer. He 
was killed in a car accident near 
Bolton early yesterday. 

The other McDonald, in the second 
team list, was Alan, his fifteen-year- 
old son. 

McDonald senior had coached his 
son in batting and bowling for years, 
but he was unaware that this week- 
end the boy was to have had his first 
chunce. in senior cricket; the team 
was picked only the night before he 
met his death. 

KILLED AFTER CRASH 

McDonald, who was manager of the 
Ralkes Park Hotel, Blackpool, return- 
ing homc after taking part in a 
charity cricket match, was Involved 
in a collision with a car on the Black- 
rod by-pass road. 

‘His car crashed through a wooden 
fence, down an embankment, but did 
not overturn. McDonald returned to 
the road and was discussing the 
accident with the other motorist 
when a third car, driven by Mr, 
George [frederick Foster, of Old 
Trafford, Manchester, came - along. 
{McDonald was knocked down and 
klled, ; 

Later the pollce announced that 
Mr, Foster had been charged with 
éhe man-slaughter of McDonald and 
admitted to bail. 

McDonald, who was 45, was de- 
finitely one of Australia’s greatest 
fast bowlers. He joined the Lanca- 
shire County Club: after the 1921 
Australian tour in this cauntry, and, 
when his engagement ended in 1931, 
became professional to the Bacup 
Club in the Lancashire League. ; 

A GREAT SEASON 

He had not played as a profession- 
al for the last three years, 

Edgar Arthur McDonald was born 
in Tasmania in 1892. He played tn 
three Test matches In Australia in 
1920 without particular success, but 
in the ensuing visit to England had 
nh Kreat senson, 

In the Tests he took 27 wickets 
at a cost of 24 runs cach, surpassing 
the efforts of Gregory and, Mailey. 

He then threw in his lot with Nel- 
son and qualified for Lancashire, and 
from 1924, when he was nvallable 
only for mid-week matches, until 1931 
he took 1,017 wickets for the county,

Major War Possible 


The possibility of a mujor war has 
not been eliminated. 


‘Marshal Chiang Kai-shek has de- 
clured that negotiations for a peace- 
ful settlement can no longer be con- 
sidered, but the Chinese gencralissi- 
mo though on occasion capable of 
matching firm words with firm -ac- 
tions, Is too soo0d a Chinese ‘both in 
the radical and national scnse, not 
to let the dogs of war see the rabbit 
of compromise as long as that harm- 
less and necessary creature {ts vist- 
ble at all. 


Meanwhile, the world awaits deve- 
lopments with anxiety. Since effec- 
live Intervention ts scarcely possible, 
Tokyo's attitude in this matter is one 
of purely academic interest. But 
Japan is mistaken if she thinks her 
actions during the past month and 
the “punitive’ policy she now con- 
templates have impressed the world 
with anything save her irresponsi- 
bility.

What horrifics me is that she acts 

if the future did not cxist! 
Technically, I suppose, she  lves 
“within” her Income. But although 
relatively her husband carns no 
more than mine ever did, she enjoys 
clothes, amusements, houschold pos- 
sessions, . holidays which I never 
dreamed of enjoying—aond docs not 
save a penny piece. 


I do not envy her, but I cannot 

help feeling that there is something.

A Remote Risk 


I see nothing immoral or. danger- 
ous in having things and paying for 
them while I enjoy them, because 
otherwise I should never possess 
them.

PEACE, BUT NOT 
AT ANY PRICE 


One of the tragedies of the 
present world situation is the 
failure to recognise that there 
is a price to be paid for peace 
just as surely as there is a price 
to be paid for war. Peace and 
neutrality, or mere passivity, 
are by no means necessarily 
synonymous terms, as some 
people seem to imagine. Cour- 
age and a willingness to take 
risks are as much the price that 
has to be paid for peace as they 
are in time of war. To run 
away from danger may perhaps 
postpone war. It certainly can- 
not avert. war; it may make it 
more certain and beyond doubt 
more disastfous when it does 
come. These facts are clearly 
realised by those who- are de- 
manding that collective security, 
as embodied in the Covenant of 


the League of Nations, shall be 
made the cornerstone of British 
foreign policy. They have 
critics in plenty amongst short- 
sighted people. Mr. Richard 
Pares, the historian, has drawn 
an interesting parallel between 
the attitudé adopted by ‘such 
people and the policy followed by 
Walpole in regard to the War of 
the Polish Succession. Walpole 


succeeded in keeping Great Bri- 
tain out of war for the moment, 
but because his policy was one 
of mere neutrality, and not a 
genuine peace policy, in less than 
five years she was at war and 
under far less favourable condi- 
tions than would have been the 
case but fer her previous neutral- 
ity. The fact is that in times of 
crisis mere neutrality cannot of 
itself keep nations out of war. 
Without doubt, the wisest peace 
Tj} policy is collective security, 
which means the strength of all 
for the defence of each. Un- 
happily, efforts to enforce that 
policy have-hitherto not succeed- 
ed. The fault, however, is not 
with the principle, but with 
those nations who refuse to 
operate it. If collective security 
were -the reality that it should 
be, China would not to-lay be 
menace by Japan, whose milf- 
tary ambitions would be checked 
by the. knowledge that peace-lov- 
ing nations would join hands and 
prevent aggression. It is tho 
knowledge that the policy on- 
shrined in the Leagye Covenant

But tho Albanians proved disrespect- 
ful to tho treaty-makers and trouble- 
some to the Itallans—so troublesome 
that in three months of guerilla war 
they persunded tho Itallan troops to 
withdraw ond the Italian Govern- 
ment to “return” the mandate!

FAVOURS PARTITION ING 


Speakers who favoured ‘open sCS- 
sions urgued that after the speeches 
of Dr. Chaim. Weizmann and Dr. M 
M. Ussishkin, chairman of the Con- 
gress and chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Jewish National 
Fund, respectively, there were no 
more secrets left to be diclosed, 
especially os Dr. Weizmann had ex- 
pressed himself in. favour of a 
modified partition plan, But the 
advocates of a closed session cone 
tended that open debates on the 
partitioning pian might lead to a split 
in the Zionist movement at a time 
when unity was necessary. 

To-day’s vote is interpreted here, 
necording to the Jewish telegraphic 
agency, as possibly foreshadowing 
the adoption by the Congress of a 
resolution sponsored by Dr, .
